Drouth conditions that have ap- 
palled farmers throughout a wide 
area in the United States have put 
many jingling U.S. dollars into the 
pockets of Alberta farmers this year 
as trains rolled out of the province 
with {30,000 bell.» “ z; lowing cattle 
bound for markets in U.S. Taking 
$55 as the average price received by 
the Alberta farmer for his cattle, 


lthe movement has meant $1,694,000 


to the bank accounts and pocket- 
books of this province’s agricultural 
population. 

Cattle shipments to the United 
Sates from Alberta alone this year 
are nearly five times as great as 
they were for the entine of Canada 
last year—and many more cattle, 
mostly stockers and feeders, are be- 
ing shipped out of the , province 
weekly, bound for United States and 
Ontario. 

Shipments of Canadian cattle to the 
United States in 1981, 1932, 1933 and 
1934 were, respectively, ‘36,000, 22,- 
236, 5,686 and 6,567 head. 

Drouth conditions last year and 
thie spring grass situation this year 
resulted in a semi-famine condition 
for cattle in many parts of the U.S., 
booming the price to such an ex- 
tent that it was possible for Canad- 
ian cattle-raisers to sell stock, pay 
the high tariff and net a good price. 

Authorities reported that there 
was increasing hopefulness of a re- 
storation of the southern markic: for 
western producers. The market 
formerly a big one, dwindled to com- 
paratively nothing as a result of the 
huge tariff walls raised against Ca- 
nadian cattle by the U.S.  govern- 
ment, but the drouth has materially 
changed the situation, even with tho 
|high duty imposed, Last year in 
the U.S. 8,000,000 head of cattle had 
to bie slaughtered because of a short- 
age of feed, 

It is expected that 5000 head of

The different kinds of edible mush- 


“| rooms are so numerous that it is not 


possible to mention more than a few 
favorites. The best’ known are the 
field mushroom and its large cousin, 
the horse mushroom, both of which 
are “pink” underneath and grow in 
the open fields. If these are the only 
mushrooms known by a person, they 
should not be collected from the edge 
of wods or near trees. The fairy ring 
mushroom is found on lawns during 
the summer and the shaggy mane, 
on lawns in the fall. The smooth 
lepiota grows in cultivated fields and 
orchards, looks like a mushroom on 
top but is white underneath, and re- 
sembles the death angel. In the 
spruce and fir woods, the yellow 
chanterelle and the edible boletus 
are found throughout the summer. 
Each kind has to be known and dis- 
tinguished from some worthless or 
harmful species that resembles it in 
some respect. 

In gathering mushrooms to eat, the 
great danger is in picking a deadly 
toadstool. They are all too common 
and very few people know !them well. 
The commonest deadly species is the 
fly agaric which is so named because 
it can be used as a fly poison. The 
most dangerous kind is the death an- 
gel, so named because of its stately 
appearance and pure white colour. 
No person should ever gather edible 
mushrooms in the woods without 
knowing this species for there is no 
known antidote for its slow acting 
poison. 


After Forty-Year Exile _ 
Beau Brummell’s Cane“ Goés' Bink "To 
British Musetim 9 ©. % 


Beau Brummell’s cane, 6fice the 
property of King George IV. of Eng- 


land, is going back to the British 
Isles after a 40-year exile in 
America. * 

Henry L. Blodgett and his sister, 
Miss Edith Blodgett, have owned the 
cane since 1929, inheriting it from 
their father. Five years ago they 
offered it-to the Victoria and Albert 
Museum in London. The museum 
curators investigated for five years 
and decided the cane was an authen- 
tic relic. 

The stick was given to Col. Wells 
H. Blodgett, father of the two pres- 
ent owners, when he was visiting 
England in 1894. It was presented 
to him by Charles 8, Cadman, pro- 
prietor of a famous London cane 
shop. He had obtained it from 
articles of King George IV’s. ward- 
robe. . 

An exquisite article, the cane is 
made of ivory and is slender. It is 
typical of the Beau, whose clothing 
and accessories made him the most 
famous courtier and fashion plate of 
the early nineteenth century. 

Richard Mansfield, famous actor, 
once tried to borrow or buy the cane 
when he was preparing to create the 
famous role of the Beau in the play 
“Beau Brummell” in 1903. His re- 
quest was refused:

Engineer Uses Artificial Fever To 
Annhilate White Ants 


A neat little gadget that applies 
the “artificial fever” method of treat-

Iron differs from some of the other 
metals used in the industries in that 
the pure metal is rarely obtained 
and is of limited application. Iron 
which contains small quantities of 
other elements shows a great range 
of properties and is of the greatest 
industrial importance. Carbon is al- 
ways present in quantities which 
range from slight traces up to seven 
per cent. There, are many varieties 
of commercial iron, the chief of 
which are pig iron, cast iron, wrought 
iron, and steel.

From. the medical standpoint 
there is something to be said for the 
new: craze, for in a country where 
butter is scarce and nearly every- 
thing is cooked or doused in olive 
oil, an acid in the diet is essential,

of lemons is bringing joy to Cali- 
fornian growers, who hope _ that 
prices will go up still further.—De- 
troit News,

completely comfortable in the new. 

Even though she is allowed many 
of the liberties of the wgst, the little 
eastern girl still must follow the 
traditional rule of duty to the men 
of hér family. As a child she obeys 
her father; when she marries she 
gives up her own family forever and 
follows her husband; when he dies 
she follows her son who has the right 
to command her in any way he sees 
fit. 

And because girls are so despised 
and useless, small boys are often 
dressed as girls to deceive the gods 
and demons. of disease and death. 
They wear silver collars and strings 
around their necks and ankles with 
charms and amulets attached to 
them. There are dozens of such chil- 
dren in the streets of Hong Kong to- 
day.

A Tailless Airplane 


Machine With Propeller’ Behind 
Makes Successful Trial Trip 


A sample plane, the like of which|' 


officials hope thousands of Ameri- 
cans soon may be able to buy cheap- 
ly and fly safely, landed in Washing- 
ton after a 2,655-mile trip from the 
Pacific Coast. 

Tailless, its propeller behind, in- 


‘stead of in front, the plane was flown 


from Santa Monica, Cal,, in 31 hours’ 
flying time, although John H, Geisse, 
chief of the commerce department's 
aviation development section, and the 
ship's pilot, took eleven days for 
caution’s sake. 

The tailless flier cruises at 90 
miles an hour, and Geisse averaged 
86 across the country. He got from 
18 to 14 miles from a_ gallon 
of gas, and found a ceiling of more 
than 12,000 feet. 

The craft is. a two-passenger 
monoplane whose tailless feature 
gives it a bat-like appearance in 
flight. It is powered by a four-cylin- 
der 95-horsepower aviation engine. 
Control surfaces are at the trailing 
edges and tips of the wings. - 

The plane is one of several being 
tested by the commerce department 
in experiments to help the aviation 
industry produce a plane to sell for 
less than $1,000 and which may be 
handled safely by the average man. 


Task Becoming Difficult 


Gladstone’s Last Request Cannot Be 
Kept Much Longer 

Death's toll is making increasingly 
difficult the task of keeping a death- 
bed wish of William Ewart Glad- 
stone, whose tomb is among those of 
England’s great men in Westminster 
Abbey.

The treated articles developed 
in part an “alligator” surface which 
was not fit for painting. It was fin- 
ally decided the trouble - arose 
through the lamp shells being too 
clean when they went into the zine 
phosphate rustproofing bath. So in- 
stead of the shells going through a 
washing machine first, they are now 
made “dirty” by. an operator who 
wipes over with an oily cloth the 
surface to be painted. The film of 
oil provides enough protection from 
the acid in the rustproofing bath for 
the deposition of zinc to begin be- 
fore the acid has etched the steel. 

The effect of the alternating elec- 
tric current is to permit the articles 
to take up the zinc without interfer- 
ence from hydrogen bubbles which 
form on the surface of the article to 
be rustproofed in the absence of the 
electricity. The process is not elec- 
tro-plating,~ however. In electro- 
plating, the article to be plated is 
the cathode of the electrical circuit, 
whereas in this new process. the 
article is alternately cathode and 
anode, alternating 60 times a sec- 
ond,

A Western Pioneer 


Veteran Of Northwest Rebellion 
Dies At Pincher Creek 

Jean Charles Routhier, 70, pioneer 
Alberta rancher, a son of the late Sir 
Adolph Routhier, who was a chief 
justice of Quebec, died at Pincher 
Creek, Alta., recently. Sir Adolph 
wrote the words of Canada’s anthem, 
“O, Canada.” 

Born in St. Louis, Kamouraska, 
Quebec, Mr, Routhier was a veteran 
of the Northwest Rebellion, serving 
with a Quebec regiment. Later, he 
joined the North West Mounted 
Police, retiring in 1887 to take up 
ranchland near Pincher Creek. 

Mrs. Routhier and six children, in- 
cluding Adolph Routhier, K.C., of 
Montreal, and Rev. Henri Routhier, 
of Edmonton, survive.

Severity For Prisoners Demanded By 
German Minister Of Justice 

“Severity” for prisoners as a Nazi 
tenet was demanded by Franz Guert- 
ner, minister of justice, at the open- 
ing of the 11th quinquennial penal 
penitentiary congress in Berlin. 

“If criminal law is to represent 
atonement for wrong done the com- 
munity,” he told the 400 delegates 
from 50 nations, “and hence defend 
and protect the national community 
from evil-doers, the logical result is 
severity in the treatment of prison- 
ers so the punishment may be appre- 
ciable to the evil,” 

Guertner also announced that the 
Nazi reich has definitely rejected the 
ancient legal principle: “Nulla poena 
sine lege” (no punishment unless a 
law is infringed). Instead, he said, 
it has substituted the maxim: “Nulla 
crimen sine poena,” under which, 
punishment is meted out regardless 
of the incompletion of a law.

Paul's Cathedral

Cannot Identify Fish 


Freak Caught Near Halifax Has 
Mouth Two Feet Wide 

A freakish fish with a mouth 
about two feet across, with very 
little head, and a five-foot grotesque 
body was taken from the waters of 
Bedford basin near Africville, Nova 
Scotia, and is as yet unidentified.

stoned to death. 

The big fish had two rows of 
teeth, one set of which was hidden 
beneath a heavy overhung lip. These 
teeth were small and sharp and at 
the sides of the mouth appeared to 
be slightly curved,

Free Port Of Orient 


Glamor Of Sea Trade Still Thrives 
In Dairen 
Depression and empty vessels may 
be a by-word to shipping owners 
throughout the world but there is 
little of it evident in Dairen, South 
Manchuria. From all parts of the 
globe ships arrive and few leave 
without substantial cargoes. 
Dairen*and Hong Kong are the 
two free ports of the Orient but the 
former is far more prolific in ship- 
ments than the latter. Coastal car- 
goes to China and Japan may be 
taken aboard at exactly the same 
terms as are offered to Japanese or 
Chinese ships. Many vessels, in fact, 
are under Japanese charter and the 
captains declare that they love the 


coastwise trade and the slight glamor |’ 


it offers in a shipping world grown 
mouldy in serious trade. 

More colorful, however, than the 
coastal vessels are the tall tramps 
which throng there from the seven 
seas, bringing all kinds of goods. 
Flour from Australia, ores from 
Malaya, rice from Rangoon, tropic 


‘hardwood from Borneo, hemp and 


jute from Calcutta, charcoal from 
Chinampo, caviar and salmon from 


Otaru, spices and tin from Singapore, | : 


paraffin and cane sugar from Java, 
scented soaps and red wine from 
Marseilles, spirits from Glasgow, 
potash from Jibuti, gypsum from 
minor Mexican ports, chocolate, dyes, 
films and steel plates from Hamburg 
or Antwerp and paper and locks from 
Cuthenburg or Oslo, all pour their 
cargoes into Manchoukuo through 
Dairen. 

*When they sail, these stout ships 
carry away beans, soya, white or red, 
buckwheat, millet, maize, kaoliang, 
beancake, ginseng, ground-nuts, 
hemp, sesame seeds, with their oils, 

pig iron, wild silk, wool, sulphate of 
ammonia, bean oil, hides, skins and 
bristles. 

Many of these free-lance freighters 
never know from month to month 
whither they will be bound. Above 
their stained decks and deep holds 
still lurks the romance of the sea. 
They are the torch bearers of the old 
traditions. ‘There are no prearrang- 
ed schedules. It may even be a 
whole year before they see their 
home ports. 

For those in search of the ageless 
traditions of the sea, Dairen is the 
place to go. The uncertainty and 
matchless adventure, so wholly as- 
sociated with the sea in former days, 
may still be unearthed in the’ wild- 
looking vessels which cough their 
way haltingly in from sea with rich 
cargoes and stagger oft later with 
heavy shipments to the ends of the 
earth.

New Cancer Treatment 


Lead Phosphate Reported To Have 
Effected Apparent Cure 

The apparent cure of a few “hope- 
less” cancer-cases by the administra- 
tion of lead phosphate to a degree 
producing lead intoxication was re- 
ported to the American Chemical 
Society. , ; 

Dr. A. E. Osterberg, Dr. J. A. 
Bargen and Dr. B. T. Horton of the 
Mayo clinic, Rochester, Minn., said 
favorable results were obtained in 14 
out of 85 instances. 

The procedure involved administer- 
ing a quantity of lead phosphate dur- 
ing a period of approximately 10 
days in amounts sufficient to produce 
acute lead poisoning. This was on 
the theory that a heavier concentra- 
tion of the lead occurs ih the malign- 
ant cells of a tumor than in the 
normal tissue, and many times re- 
sults in necrosis or sloughing away 
of the tumor. The normal tissue is 
able, the reporting physicians said, to 
recover completely from the concen- 
tration of lead. 

The lead poisoning can be con- 
trolled by calcium treatments.

Fruit Of Plants Grown For Beauty 
Has Food Value 

Beauty for beauty’s sake was once 
considered the only reason for. the 
growing of ornamental plants, but 
Dr. A. 8S. Colby, chief in small fruit 
culture at the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois, says that the 
food value of several ornamental 
plants has given, them. a new value. 
The Japanese quince is one of the 
shrubs recently found to possess a 
“dual personality” in that its fruit is 
valuable in supplying additional pec- 
tin and acidulant needed in making 
jelly with apples or other fruit. Long 
ago, Indians used the fruit of the 
high bush cranberry to make a jelly 
which was eaten with buffalo meat, 
They called the fruit “pembina.” To- 
day, this fruit is being rediscovered 
as a source of both beauty and food.

While some progress has 
been made in control, experts admit 
that they are still baffled. 

Usually the most promising pullets 
are first stricken at the age of from 
three to five months, Older birds are 
not immune. An unsteady gait is the 
first symptom and as the disease de- 
velops birds lose power of Jocomo- 
tion and lie prostrate on their side’ or 
on their breast, with legs stretched 
backward, forward or extended side- 
ways. Wings are next affected and 
birds usually become powerless. 
Birds are able to eat, however, and 
sometimes linger for three months. 

For control, the following recom- 
mendations are made: 

First of: all, one must remove at 
once any otherwise healthy birds 
which tend to show lameness. If the 
condition develops, then these should 
be killed and burned, and if the pres- 
ence of the disease is definitely estab- 
lished, then remove, if at all possible, 
pullets to a new ground. If the build- 
ings have to be used; then thorough- 
ly clean and disinfect them before 
allowing birds in. The infected 
ground should be dug or ploughed 
under and it may be considered safe 
after four months, if no birds were 
allowed on it in the meantime. Keep 
a close watch on pullets and. remove 
immediately all suspected birds.

The one that. has just.come before 
the London coroner would seem to be 
strongly substantiated by those who 
lived with the woman concerned. 

Not long ago a father told a judge 
that his son became irritable at the 
full moon. But. a doctor in court, 
asked if insane people become worse 
at the time of the full moon, replied 

| that that theory was “pure romance” 
for which there was no foundation. 
A poss‘ble explanation is that these 
effects of the moon are more appar- 
ent than real. It might be argued 
that it is not the moon that has in- 
fluenced these people—but the belief 
that if would influence them. In 
other words, the age-old idea that 
the moon made people ‘queer’ had 
the effect of ayito-suggestion on cer- 
tain sensitive temperaments: Through 
thinking that it would make them 
queer they at last became queer, 
without any actual assistance from 
the moon.

Bridge In San Francisco Bay Throws 
Picture On Concrete ; 

The world’s largest camera has 
been discovered by accident in. the 
midd'y of San Francisco Bay,. The 
“camera” is the centre anchorage of 
the huge suspension bridge. It is a 
concrete affair about the height of 
& fifteen-story building, 197 feet long 
and 82 feet high. 

Vent holes near the top of the tre- 
mendous box act as pinhole lenses, 
so directing the rays of light from 
outside that they cast an enormous 
picture on the concrete partition 2- 
fide that divides the .anchorage in 
two. The vent holes cut in the six- 
foot walls are rectangular apertures 
1 foot by 2 feet. The pictures on the 
“plate holder” of the giant camera 
are of course upside down, as in all 
cameras. They show the bridge tow- 
ers and passing ferry boats, some- 
times in natural colors, sometimes in 
black ‘and white, depending on the 
time of day. The principle of the pin- 
hole camera is an old one. Long be- 
fore the development of light sensi- 
tive materials for photography, 
medieval nobles had small apertures 
cut in the walls of their houses so 
that they could watch life in the 
street outside reflected on the white 
wall.of a darkened room.

Many of the animals which carry the 
Most valuable/fur coats have never 
seen the northwoods. Neither they 
hor their parents and in many cases 
their grandparents have ever seen or 
known the freedom of the bush. 


‘They were born and raised on farms 


devoted entirely to the raising of a 
fur crop. Government figures show 
that there are at least 6,473 fur 
farms in Canada and that their an- 
nual “output” of furs is valued at 
$3,712,443, 

The idea of fur farming came 
from the habit of trappers to capture 
alive young foxes and keep them 
near their cabin till the animals’ fur 
coats were in their prime. So fur 
farms were started and fox Hecame 
the main fur-bearing animal kept on 
these farms. Silver fox was the 
animal most sought by the fur farm- 
ers and.so valuable did their pelts 
become in the early days of fur 
farming tat a pair of silver foxes 
for breeding purposes cost as high 
as $35,000. To-day 93 per cent. of 
the crop of the fur farms is silver 
fox. 

But though fur farming has be- 
come a big business, with farms , 
throughout Canada, it is by no means 
perfected. At Summerside, Prince 
Edward Island, there is a govern- 
ment experimental fur farm. And 
here scientists are busy developing 
methods whereby better furs can be 
raised on the farms. Diets for cap- 
tive animals are given much atten- 
tion and experiments are now being 
carried on to discover the best time 
of the year to supplement the regu- 
lar rations of these farm-raised fur- 
bearers with vitamins A and D to 
produce a good growth of pups. 

Experimenters have found what 
they think will overcome one of the 
great difficulties of fur farming— 
parasites which infest the animals. 
No matter what methods have been 
tfled, what precautions have been 
taken, external parasites are to be 
found on the animals. The Summer- 
side scient'sts have developed what 
they now believe is a sure cure, the 
spraying of all-kennels, nests and all 
the wood-work of the pens with kero- 
sene oil three times a year. Other 
experiments now going on are reveal- 
ing new information regarding the 
influence of protein content in ra- 
tions on the development of fur; 
whether dried meat, meat,meal and 
fish meal could replace ffésh meats 
during summer months; work is now 
progressing to determine the iodine 
requirements of silver foxes in cap- 
tivity. 

While foxes are the main animals 
on the farms, other fur-bearers are 
also being raised, including mink, 
raccoon, fisher and fitch. The mink 
in particular is easily domesticated 
and there are now 577 mifhk farms 
in Canada. Muskrat farms are rapid- 
ly multiplying and during the last 
three years more muskrat skins were 
cured than any other kind. But the 
silver foxes still bring in the big 
money, with $867 as the high price 
last: year for one silver fox skin. 

Fur farms, in case you are inter- 
ested, have a capital investment of 
nearly $14,000,000 by the latest gov- 
ernment statistics, while the animals 
on the farms are valued at $7,500,- 
000. 

There remain, of course, a great 
meny trappers who depend upon the 
native wild animals for existence and 
pit their skill and cunning against 
that of the forest denizens. From 
them, too, fur manufacturers draw 
valuable shipments of fur each year 
to grace the models of city fur 
shops.

And it is a fact that 
there is a marked difference in the 
physique generally of the present 
generation when compared with their 
parents and grandparents, The young 
people of to-day are not nearly so 
largely built. 

The story of the opening of the 
trades exhibition in an Engl'sh town 
where the committee of the butchers’ 
section presented the mayoress (who 
opened the exhibition) with a joint of 
prime beef in lieu of a bouquet of 
flowers, presents a moral to the trade 
in South Africa, says a correspond- 
ent of the Cape Argus.
